LUMBER RATES

Transcontinental Lines Block
Shipments to South by Rail .
With Increase.

BIG CURTAILMENT PROBABLE

Railroads Claim Increase of Railroad
Equipment the Cause of Forty-Five
Cent Lumber to Eastern Points From
mm e . .!1'.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 18—An in-
crease of 12} per cent in freight rate
on lumber to Eastern points announced
today by all trans-continestal roals, to
take effect on November 1. The fn-
crease applies largely to shipments to
po east from Los Angeles, San Pedro
and Redondo and particularly affects
lumber that has been sifipped from the
North by water and rail.

Since the recent raise lumber has been
shipped South by water from Oregon
and Washington and routed east by rail
from bere, which was a cheaper haul
than by the railroad route from the
north. -
There is now a heavy congestion of
lumber at Ben Pedro and Redondo,
brought here for eastern shipment.
Local lumbermen are protesting loudly,
sy it means, they say, a serious curtails
ment of eastern business,

The railmoads say the increase is de-
manded by the increased price of rall-
road equipment. The lumber rate is
45 ornts per hundred against 40 cents,
